Under govern- 
‘ment controi it is expected to enter 
upon an even more profitable commer-

_, The old canal leaves Delaware bay 
at Delaware City and runs in a gener- 
al westerly direction to join the waters 
of:the Chesapeake. The new and en- 
larged canal follows the general 
‘course of the old, but enters Delaware 
‘bay south of the present opening. 

The canal at present accommodates 
vessels drawing nine feet of water. De- 
spite this limitation of size, the canal 
has been one of the most important 
earriers of its kind in the country. Its 
‘traffic has been maintained, although 
its facilities had not been extended or 
‘snproved, for half a century. The ap- 
os ati of the canal has remained 
practically unchanged, gates and the 
machinery employed for operating 
- them being of old pattern. 

Kept Busy by Shipping. 

The short cut between the two great 
bays afforded by the canal is so im- 
portant to coastwise commerce that 
the canal has been kept comparatively 
Dusy.

JAPAN WIPING 


OUT FORMOSA’S 
OPIUM CURSE 


TOKIO.—The Japanese government 
is gradually getting the best of the 
very prevalent habit of opium smok- 
ing dn Formosa, which is one of the 
few places in the world where one 
may see a shop window making a dis- 
play of opium pipes for sale and where 
dealers in the prepared juice of the 
forbidden fruit of the poppy hang out 
street signs to let the world know 
about it. 

When Japan acquired Formosa by 
defeating China in war, 35 years ago, 
investigation showed that ten per cent 
of the entire population of Chinese 
residents “hit the pipe,’’ there being 
170,000 of the drug addicts. What 
was done Was to declare the use of 
opium for- smoking or eating: illegal 
except for licensed users and to estab- 
lish an opium monopoly, bringing the 
handling of the drug entirely in gov- 
“ernment hands. Licenses to use 
opium were issued to all confirmed 
opium users, with the announcement 
that no further licenses would be 
issued, so that none could legally ac 
quire the opium habit. 

Opium was imported by the govern- 
ment, which prepared it for use and 
distributed it through government 
agents at fixed prices to license hold- 
ers only. All other import was strict- 
ly prohibited and unlicensed smoking 
was sternly suppressed.

NEW LAKE IN CANADA. | 
(Portiand (Me.) Express.] | 

A project of great immensity and ‘far reaching scope 
has been proposed for refilling the great lakes with 
the water that Chicago is new drawing away in 
order to provide itself with a preper drainage system. 
The author of the plan is C. Lerne Campbell, a 
Canadian engineer, and his idea is to divert the 
waters now flowing inte Hudson bay into the great 
lakes by the creation of an enormous storage basin 
which will be larger even than Lake Ontario. 

Western Ontario ts a great water shed, composed 
of innumerable lakes and rivers which flow into the 
salt waters of Hudson and James bays, and at pres- 
ent contributing nothing industrially to the dominion. 
The largest of these rivers ie the Albany, which has 
been called the St. Lawrence of the north It is 
proposed to build two dams, one on the Albany and 
another on the Ogeki, and eonfine the waters now 
flowing north between heights of land converging at | 
either end and forming the Albany basin.

Powers Convene Next 
Week in Peking. 


' BY RODERICK MATHESON. 
{Chicage Tribene Press Service. ] 


TOKIO, Oct. 17.—On Oct, 26, repre-} 


sentatives of the powers which ratified 
the nine power treaty at Washington, 


signed two years ago, will gather at 
Peking to commence unscrambling the 
Chinese financial omelet. These powers 
are America, Belgium, Great Britain, 
China, France, Italy, Japan, the Neth- 
erlands, and Portugal. By specia) in- 
vitation there will also be present rep- 
resentatives of Denmark, Norway, 
Peru, Spaisa, and Sweden. 

Their work will be to frame a new 
customs tariff for China, which coun- 
try has never been permitted to fix 
her own import or export tariff rates, 
nor, for many years, even to handie 
and spend the bulk of her customs 
revenues. The Chinese have been 
fretting under this and have been voic- 
ing their desire for the same right 
to enact their own customs tariff as 
all other countries have, voicing this 
and their desire to run their own coun- 
try under their own laws in their own 
way in boycotts, strikes, riots, and anti- 
Christian agitations. 

Never Fixed Own Tariff. 


Back in 1842, following a war with 
the British in which the Chinese were 
roundly defeated, the treaty of Nan- 
king was signed, under which China 
agreed to permit the entry of foreign 
merchandise at a fixed import duty 
of five per cent. Following treaties 
and revisions were made with other 
_ powers and two tariff revision confer- 

enc& have been held, the last in 1922, 
China getting some minor concessions, 
but her tariff being held down. From 
the beginning of her foreign trade 
China has never been permitted by the 
western powers and Japan to fix her 
own schedules in accordance with her 
financial requirements nor to encour- 
age her own industries by a protective 
tariff. 

The collection of the Chinese cus- 
toms, since 1853, has been under a 
customs department headed by a Brit- 
ish subject and with a personne! large- 
ly British and American. This came 
about originally at tHe request of Pe- 
king, after Shanghai had been cap- 
tured by rebels and the foreign trade 
badly disorganized, the Chinese cen- 
tral authorities asking the British to 
do the collecting, and turn in the 
money, By the treaty of Tientsin, 
signed with England, America, France 
end Russia, China confirmed foreign 
supervision of her customs, the agree- 
ment being that the head of the serv- 
ice should be a national of the country 
whose trade with China was biggest. 
This has always been Great Britain 
eo far. 

China from time to time floated for- 
eign loans and pledged her customs re- 
ceipts as security, the British inspec- 
tor general withholding from the re 
ceipts. sufficient to meet interest and 
the necessary sinking funds, Peking 
getting the balance. Against such bal- 
ances, or surpluses, China is constant- 
ly issuing domestic loans, with the re- 
suit that her customs revenues have 
all been spent in advance. 

Salt Monopoly Important. 

In 1909 Peking established a cen- 
tral sait bureau, the manufacture of 
salt having long been a government 
monopoly. Under various names this 
salt bureau has been one of Peking’'s 
principal sources of revenue, but 
against these revenues China also bor- 
rowed largely, until] now two-thirds or 
the salt Gabelle receipts, collected and 
handled by another Englishman, are 
withheld for interest and sinking funds } 
on secured debts. 

With customs and salt revenues 
pledged, with many of the provinces in 
more or less open rebellion the greater 
part of the time and turning in no 
share of their tax collections, the cen- 
tral government has been for years on 
the verge of bankruptcy. Indeed, if 
only a on her debts other than 
those g teed by customs and salt 
collections were being paid, Peking 
would be bankrupt. The central gov- 
ernment has been kept going largely 
through a pplicy of ignoring its debis, 
as both foreign and domestic credi- 
tors know to their ow. 

A bankrupt and therefore powerless 
central government has resulted; nat- 
urally, in a disorganized country, with 
provincial governments flouting Pe- 
king, seizing railway rece!pts, salt rev- 
enues and other taxes. Peking could 
neither enforce her own rule nor force 
upon the respective sections of the 
cuuntry respect for foreign treaties. 
The consequences have been the chaos 


number of agreements ‘were entered 
into, one of which was that a confer- 
ence would be called to consider the 
Chinese tariff with a view to increas- 
ing Peking’s revenue and to provide 
the means whereby ghina might be ex- 
tricated from her morass of debts. 
This is the conference called to meet 
in Peking on Oct. 26, a conference as 
potential for peace as was the historic 
.naval conference in Washington. 


China Asking Much. 


' China, in issuing her invitation, has 
followed usual Chinese tactics, asking 
for very much more than Washington 
has agreed to consider, including in 
her note of invitation a request that 
the powers take up for consideration 
the matter of restoring to China full 
customs autonomy. . in other words, 
in-inviting the powers to meet for the 
consideration of one thing, China asks 
them to consider: another, something 
that if agreed to would make all’the 
rest of the conference unnecessary. 

In preliminary discussions, America 
and Japan have made it known that 
they are quite willing to discuss the 
reasonable proposal recently made by 
China in regarii to the Chinese cus- 
toms, after attending to the immedi- 
ate business in hand, that of elevat- 
ing the customs schedules. Great Brit- 
ain and France have been less talka- 
tive. Inasmuch as the customs re- 
ceipts are the security for large for- 
eign loans, advanced on the basis of 
the collection and disbursement of the 
customs under foreign supervision, 
it is highly improbable that the Pe- 
king desire for complete control of her 
customs will be agreed to as something 
for the near future.

ROAD NOW HAVE 


TRAIN CONTROL 


Lines Fast Putting U. S. 
Order in Effect. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—More than 
5,000 miles of track on forty-five rafl- 
roads throughout the country have 
been, or are being, equipped with au- 


tomatic train control devices. The in- 


terstate commerce commission requires 
that 7,745 miles of track be thus 


equipped by Jan. 1 next. All of the 
forty-five railroads designated as 
“class 1” carriers are adopting this 
improvement and thirteen have com- 
pleted permanent installations. 

One of the most extended installa- 
fions will be that of the New York 
Central. After twenty-three years of 
study an automatic train stop system 
has been selected to operate over 871 
miles of line. The cost will be more 
than $5,000,000.. It is estimated the 
forty-five lines affected by the ruling 
of the commission will expend $26,- 


000,000 in thus further safeguarding 


train operation. 
Four general types. of automatic con- 


trol are being tested under the com- 
mission’s orders and railroads are at 
liberty to choose the mode best suited 
to their needs. The object of all is to 
eliminate the fallible human element 
from among the causes of railway ac- 
cidents. The old system of signals is 


pronounced admirable in itself, signify- 


ing danger ahead without loss of’time.

The new devices further safeguard 
life by bringing signals more insistent- 
ly to the engineer's attention. There is 
always the chance that signals will not 
be observed. The engineer's ittention 
may be diverted at the moment the 
train flashes past, or the signals 
be obscured by rain, snow or-fog. 


Signals Inside Cab. 


To prevent this, a set of signals will 
be placed inside the locomotive cab. A 
series of lights burns brightly to an- 
nounce danger, and the engineer is less 
likely to neglect these than warnings 
outside. As an additional precaution a 
whistle will be blown inside the cab. 

The control devices are surprisingly 
simple. The tracks may be used as 
conductors for sendirig electric danger 
signals. If a train is standing some- 
where ahead, the circuit is closed, and 
so the approaching train is notified.

It 
ranks with lobster and to the good 
with a character al) its own Its 
preparation is. to be sure, more ia 
borious or the rewards of the labor of 
Gigging and shucking clams may seem 
te some peopie slightly disproportion.

Clams on Steele's ledge and peddie 
them around for twenty miles or more 
for twenty-five cents a peck 

The fire for baking the clams was 
partly civilized. because over this was 
the top of an old iron stove with holes 
in it, or places to set the tron chowder 
kettles. On this top was placed a layer 
of seaweed, then a laver of clams. and 
so forth It was astonishing to see the 
dark brown seaweed turn green as it 
grew hot. 

There was a good deal of waste of 
Clam water. as the shelis opened in 
the heat. but not all the clams iost 
thetr liquid exser.ce on the stove top 
We drank every half-shell of it we 
could get.

Clam Chowder.

Two Bands with 


Two View points | 


By Edward Moore. 


T nearly the same hour this afternoon, and within a 

short distance of each other, two of the most diverse 
A orchestral organizations on earth will give concerts, 

each according to its own leader’s ideas and aspira- 
tions. One is Walter Damrosch’s New -York Symphony or- 
chestra at Orchestra hall; the other is Paul Whiteman’s ag- 
gregation of jaz players at the 
Auditorium. 

Never were two bands more 
Squarely opposed in theory and 
practise. Mr. Damrosch is a 
learned and conservative musician. 
of an elder school, taking his de- 
light in Wagner and Brahms, 
Schubert and Saint-Saéns, and 
with the literature of some three 
centuries upon which to draw. Mr. 
Whiteman, nervously alert, seeks 
night and day to develop what he 
conceives may be a national Amer- 
ican idiom and, at least in his be- 
ginnings, with so limited a concert 
répertoire that he has been con- 
stantly inviting American com- WALTER DAMROSCH, 
posers to write something and send Conducter of New York Sym- 
it to him. Their one point of con- =, ge pea nd Or- 
tact is that each has a highly ex- {Gutekunst Photo.] 
pert organization with which to 
deal. 

In the matter of expertness, I presume that Mr. White- 
man’s band, though a third of the size of the other, has a 
bit the better of it. The several thousands who went to the 
Auditorium last Sunday afternoon will remember an encore 
number with a title about as close to polite English as some 
of their performance was to polite music, “ Meet the Boys.” 
Discounting the euphony of the caption, it was about as 
amazing an exhibition of virtuosity, of glittering, breath tak- 
ing dexterity as you are likely to find in the course of sev- 
eral seasons. 

There was the trombonist, who, by nimble arm and vari- 
ous devices that belong in the lore of the slip-horn, did a 
coloratura stunt that would have bothered a keyed instru- 
ment to keep pace with. There was the saxophonist who 
produced a tone as pure and mellow as that of the finest 
clarinetist in the world. I cannot give the natnes of these 
artists because I do not know them. I can only give them 
instrumental reference. 

There were the two pianists who for unfailing accuracy 
and delicate interplay ought to be the envy of all their 
pianistic brethren. There were plenty more, including the 
percussion man, a marvel of ability, and that incredible 


banjo player who closed the program. 
* 


Unscrewing the Inscrutable. 

It is with such persons that Mr. Whiteman is able to 
give public projection to the interesting ideas that he has 
about popular American music. For down at the bottom 
there are so many incongruities to his theory of the jam 
orchestra that only these highly specialized wizards are able 
to keep them apparently reconciled. There is a string sec 
tion Gonsiderably too small for balance with the rest of the 
orchestra, a saxophone section that does not blend with the 
strings or anything else, and a brass choir which, when it 
gets into full operation, drowns out the rest of the aggrega- 
tion. Quite a considerable need exists, in the name of va- 
riety, for a flute,.and particularly a piccolo. 

In fact, Mr. Whiteman would seem to be in something of 
the position of the colored orator who was introduced to his 
audience as being able to think the unthinkable, speak the 
unspeakable, and unscrew the inscrutable. Yet there he is, 
filing a vital need in music. His orchestra, admitting that 
it could be made more complete, does things that no other 
orchestra on earth can do. His joyous irreverence toward 
the elder canons of music is an entirely healthy attitude, 
good for both sides. His lyric manner with tunes is a neces 
sary reaction against the tedium of continuous noise. He 
is giving an outlet to the composers who think as he does, 
and he has an ideal, that of developing jaz into something 
larger and more important than the one-step. 

This ideal, one must admit, is still to be proved, in spite 
of Mr. Sowerby’s fascinating “ Monotony,” Mr. Grofe’s suite 
concerning the Mississippi river, and Mr. Gershwin’'s “ Rhap- 
sody tn Blue” of a season or so ago, but that is a long way 
from saying that it is disproved or unprovable. 

If Mr. Whiteman ever takes his present orchestra to Eu- 
rope he will probably be able to stay there for the next 
eighteen years. No ohe, except a few touring Americans, is 
able to play jazz in all the continent of Europe. German 
jazz is as studious and exact as geometry, and the English 
variety is as flavoriess and uninteresting as English cook- 
ing. No one has caught the trick of the improviser’s man- 
ner which used to exist in the Hungarian orchestras of long 
ago and is in the jazz orchestras of today. But they are 
ali mad about it. Whiteman would probably have a stimu- 
lating effect on European composers. Such an influence is 
greatly needed. 

At the present moment of writing there has been no ad- 
vance information about the Whiteman program of this aft- 
ernoon. Probably none is needed. The Whiteman fans are 
chiefly interested in Whiteman. Mr. Damrosch, however, 
proposes to present Brahms’ “ Academic Festival” Overture, 
Saint-Geéns’ Third Symphony, his own arrangement of the 
entrance of the Knights of the Grail from “ Parsifal,” and 
smaller works by Lekeu, co and Pierné.

Rosenkavalier ” will be the opening bill of the Chicago Civic

| HERE’S BITTER PLAY 
OF NEW DOMESTICITY

N EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.]—George Kelly,

Havy- 
ing that, she campaigns as de- 
liberately and selfishly to sub- 
jJugate its reputed master. 

With subtle insults she drives his friends away from 
him. In eighteen months he has practically lost them all. 
Nor has he made any others. Nobody likes Mrs. Craig. She 
is a waspish irritant, self-centered and insanely jealous of 
her powers as the directing head of the Craig menage. Her 
husband, she insists, being nothing more than a romantic 
fool, has to be managed. 

But there is a friendly aunt of Craig’s who finally rises 
up and speaks a piece. She is forced to do it, she says, if 
her suffering nephew is to salvage his self-respect and re- 
gain his rightful position in his own home. And when 
auntie is through with Mrs. Craig, the latter stands pretty 
thoroughly exposed. 

Soon there is proof that auntie is right, and then Craig 
turns.

Ophelia was not a good chitin for Miss Barrymore's 
debut as a Shakespearean candidate. She will, I suspect, 
play a better Portia when Hampden later revives “ The Mer- 
chant,” and there is bright hope for her Beatrice when 
they do “ Much Ado.” 

But it is not going to be easy for her to do herself justice 
in these revivals.

But when the mad scene came, which has been Ophelia’s 
test since the first British red cheek played the part, the 
actress could do little more than stand within the range of 
the spotlight and intone:the lines. The songs were sung in 
a deep contralto, and the rue and rosemary were plucked 
from the air and passed with a devastating smile. But there 
was no tragedy in Ophelia’s madness; and no feeling of sym- 
pathy inspired for her.

R. TERENCE T. WILEY submits that the original 
title of the tale from which “Rain” was made were 
better for the play. “I note that you take an inter- 
est in titles of plays for both their value of detached 

appeal and their appositeness. What was the matter with 
the title of the story by W. Somerset Maugham as I first 
read it? After all, it is the story 
of Sadie Thompson: she is the 
protagonist and the victor. Mr. 
Maugham, in the story, certainly 
brings down the rain in floods, and 
manages to drench his readers 
with a mood; but, after all, is the 
rain essential to the drama of 
either the story or the play? Isn't 
it that he just fancied the rainy 
season in Pogo-Pogo for the time 
of his story? 

“ What I am driving at is that 
nothing that happens in story or 
play happens decause of the rain. 
Suppose there had been no rain 
when the quarantine was declared 
that held the Davidsons, the Mc- 
Phails [Mr. Maugham says their 
name is Macphail], and Sadie at 
Pogo-Pogo and threw them to 
gether in Joe Horn’'s ‘hotel’: 
would their association not have 
been, in all likelihood, pretty much 
the same?

He Knows better than to 
assume that any save one or two of all the play-producers 
knows anything whatever of either the esthetic or the 
box-office value of a play until it has been performed in 
New-York or Chicago, or in both cities. When one of them 
stages a play of uncommon merit, it is by inadvertence or 
chance; and Mr. Nathan has been a looker-on for so many 
years that he knows as I do that this ia so. .. 

A play is @ good play or it isn’t, regardless of who 
writes it, who acts in it, dnd who produces it; and it is the 
business of the critic to know if it be good or bad. A play- 
reviewer may have “culture, experience, and taste,’ and, 
if he lack knowledge of what I may term the standard of 
class, he is a washout for all the purposes that animate a 
newspaper in giving space to the drama as one of the arts.

Metropolitan Opera house will 
open with..“La Giaconda,” there is 
the usual hubbub about the dearth of 
good singérs at the “Met,” the 
changes in the personnel of the time 
honored parquet row, and the shock 
ing politics and intrigue which are 
supposed to dominate the sacred tempue 
of music. -. 

This year the clever purveyors of 
Metropolitan publicity (we refer thus 
in the plural to the famous Billy 
Guard, who is several brains rolled 
into one) have got over a new prodigy. 
She is on Talley, said to be an 
unsophistigated little girl from Kansas 
City. She will be given a tryout with 
the Metropolitan, and if she takes well 
with the Met's exacting public may be 
given a comtract entitling her to con- 
sider herself a permanent member of 
the company. This young girl's ap- 
pearance on the horizon has created 
the usual hue and cry among singers 
and that large group in society which 
espouses the cause of singers. Many 
in that group are amateur vocalists. 
Others go ia for musical people, either 
because to do so is fashionable or be- 
cause of a genuine love of music. 

Singers declare it is impossible for 
an eighteen.year old girl to be a great 
artist. A young woman's voice train- 
ing, they point out, cannot be started 
until she is sixteen or seventeen. The 
European trained teachers will tell you 
ten years are required to turn out a 
finished performer. Few artists have 

-essayed star roles until they have 
reached twenty-seven or twenty-eight, 
although their press agents have al- 
ways described them as being several 


And in the midst of it all comes a 
young woman calling herself Mile 
Vraie Diva and refusing to reveal her 
own name, which is said to be the cog- 
nomen of aavell known French family. 
Mile. Diva*tells a strange story of 
musical persecution which she atrib- 
utes in part to the long arms of 4 
music trust-~spreading vicious tentacles 
from the Metropolitan Opera house at 
Broadway and 39th etreet, New York, 
to the Pacific coast. 

It is an e#traordinary narration, but 
it is told With much earnestness and 
supported by letters and cards from 
persons in*the world of song who can- 
not be ignored. One of these is the 
tomposer, Puccini, who wrote “Madama 
Butterfly,” “Tosca,” and “La Bo- 
nemeé.” Mile. Diva shows you his card, 
which served as an introfuction to 
Sig. Clausetti, who in turn introduced 
her to Lusardi, a Euronean represen- 
tative of the Met... Puccini’ indorsed 
her voice in writing ae “ sympatica 
fresca.”’ Translated that means “ sym- 
pathetic and fresh ‘in quality.” 

She makes great claims for her 
Yoice. Buty then, all singefs do. At 
the Metropolitan they say they nevér 
heard of the small blonde soprano. 
Gatti-Casazga, czar of the organization, 
cannot refliember ever having heard 
her sing. She says he heard her sing 
the first and second acts of “ Tosca” 
—the soprano part—at the Excelsior 
palace, fashionable hotel at the Lido, 
Venice. 

She says he praised her extrava- 
gantly. Ang the pretty Frenchwoman 
sates thate because she later contemp- 
tuously refused a Metropolitan offer, 
she has been unable to sing before the 
American public because all efforts 
have been mysteriously blocked. 

She says she cannot even hire a 
concert hall at her own expense.

In this bit of scandal. Francis L. B. 
Robbins, a lawyer who is duly included 
in the social register, the Who's Who 
of society, admits having gone to Mile. 
' Diva's studfe in Carnegie hall to hear 
her sing. He says he thought her 
voice extrgordinary—but he is “no 
judge of music.’” He met the young 
woman through Wallbridge Taft, also 
a lawyer and a nephew of former Pres- 
ident Taft., 

All this ie creating tea table talk in 
the places where fashionable folk con- 
gregate. And it lends a spicy note to 
the week’s:.preceding the night when 
the great yellow curtains will fy apart 
at America’s most famous institution 
of gong, anfi the orchestra will crash 
into the first strains of the opening 
opera, while the great red parquet row 
yawns for*the bejeweled persons who 
never arrive until the second act.

Sheffer Paintings 
Well Worth Visit 
By Eleanor Jewett. 


HE Palette and Chisel club has an 

exhibition at present of paint- 

{ngs by Glen C. Sheffer. The pic- 

tures are a revelation. For many 
years Mr. Sheffer has been a commer- 
cial artist, with only an occasional 
lapse into freedom. As various ex- 
bibits one would come across a spirited 
nude, half draped in oriental trappings, 
and the signature would be Glen Shef- 
fer. These were not enough. There 
was sometimes a landscape, with the 
same signature. In his studio were 
unfinished canvases that let one see 
what was stirring in the heart and 
mind of the man who was actually 
turning out work to ordef. 

The man has broken away, the 
painter is fulfilling himself. This cur- 
rent show at the Palette and Chisel 
club leaves no room for doubt. Mr. 
Sheffer has definitely left the ranks of 
commercialized art, which is art in 
chains, and has found freedom and sin- 
cerity and beauty in painting that ex- 
presses himself. The years of train- 
ing he has passed through have left 
their mark. He finishes his picture, 
each th turn, before he leaves it. There 
are no fragments or sketches or un- 
derdone paintings in the group. 

Mr. Sheffer paints with conviction 
and a rich pleasure in the music of 
resonant paint. He has a_ varied 
palette. You will find gayety and 
vigor and barbaric splendor in many 
of the paintings—the generalization 
might be made to cover them all, es- 
pecially is it true of the many slim 
and charming half-clothed figures of 
women. His models are all pretty and 
well built. It comes as a relief to see 
them after trying to wring something 
human from the usual nude exposed 
by.the modern painter. 

Lavender, purple, pink, green, blue, 
and gold, from these are melted the 
eventual tiny portraits of beauty. 
There are, of course, some by which 
your heart will be won at once. There 
is “Orientale,” for example, a whirl 
of tambourin ribbons and ballet skirts 
and girl, a joyous confusion of pirauet- 
ting dance. There is “‘ Sarahil” with 
its splendid, direct painting, its warm 
fiesh and brilliant costume. There is 
-“ Polly and the Apple, ”" remarkable for 
its lovely color and quality. There is 
“Polly” by herself, perhaps the most 
fascinating of all these bewitching 
ladies. 

There is also variety of thought 
found in the paintings. There are 
landscapes. It seems incredible that 
the man who painted so well the harem 
dryads can paint equally though dif- 
ferently well the charms of the un- 
adorned country. That probably is 
where the mistake lies in our judg- 
ment. There is no such thing as un- 
adorned country. Each stretch of land- 
scape carries with it a picture, had 
we eyes to see it. Mr. Sheffer looks 
on nature with a seeing eye. For re- 
sult there are “ Early Autumn,” “ Mid- 
September,” and “ Hillcrest Farm.” 

A third type of canvas offers further 
fields of variety to the exploring spirit 
—character portraits, and successfully 
done. We find a vigorous portrait in 
the head “ Zola Stanova,” and we find 
a decorative portrait, the one painting 
in the exhibit that smacks of illustra- 
tion, in “ The Sea Hawk,” a wayfarer 
of the seas with pirate trappings. 

“My Dream -Bstate” gives us a 
glimpse into the painter's heart, 
though it is possible the title is an 
affectation and not an affirmed desire. 
It is a charming landscape made up of 
autumn trees, a running fountain that 
drops its. secrets in silver cascading 
drops into a laughing pool} two chil- 
dren, a woman, and aman on a 
bench—watching. Personal or not, it 
is a pleasant dream and the estate a 
pleasant one. There are others who 
might find it voicing their thoughts, 
too. 


This discussion leaves many of the 
pictures unnamed. If it leaves you

Plans Elaborated for Re- 
ception Verification. 


New York, Oct. 17.—[Special.]—In- 
ternational radio week, the period of 
greatest activity on the part of broad- 
casting stativns throughout the world, 
will come the last week in January as 
the result of a meeting of the radio 
week committee held in New York. 


As in previous years, the big fea- 
ture of the period will be the inter- 
national broadcasting tests, where 
broadcasters in America will trans- 
mit special programs erch night until 
11 o'clock eastern standard time for 
the benefit of overseas listeners, sign- 
ing off for a full hour between 11 and 
12 go that American listeners may 
listen for foreign stations. 

Broadcasting stations in more than 
Afteen countries will participate in 
these tests, according to report ren- 
dered by Arthur H. Lynch, editor of 
Radio Broadcast, who heads the in- 
ternational test committee. During 
the last international] radio week lis- 
toners in practically every section of 
the country recorded overseas sta- 
tions, and American programs were 
heard in almost every country in 
Europe. 

Seek Full Codéperation. 

Complete codperation between 
American stations is expected this 
year, and it is practically a certainty 
that every American broadcaster will 
observe the silent periods this year. 
In past years all stations with a very 
few exceptions have observed the pe- 
riod. 

Special programs by American sta- 
tions will also be a feature of this 
week, according to one of the com- 
mittee reports rendered at the radio 
week meeting. “American  broad- 
casters are able to present the most 
interesting programs of any in the 
world,’’ George Furness, in discussing 
the work o* the committee on better 
programs for radio week, which he 
heads. said. “ Present indications are 
that every broadcaster in the country 
will make special efforts to present 
programs of the highest type during 
this period.” 

Leo Potter, who was chairman of 
the committee on arrangements, ex- 
pained why the international radio 
week period had been moved from 
1 te in November to late in January, 
rointing out that conditions overseas 
were better at this season of the year, 
while American listeners were also 
better able to receive the foreign pro 
crams. Lagi |

Usually Get Out. 


One cf the most common questions 
asked by the beginner in radio is “* How 
far will this set receive?” 

It can’t be answered; at least not 
with any degree of certainty. There 
are too many factors upon which the 
receiving range of any set depends. 


One night the world is at your finger 
tips; the next night getting stations a 
few hundred miles away may be an 
accomplishment. 

But the good night’s greatly outnum- 
ber the “dud” nights, and one can be 
reasonably certain of good reception 
from distant stations four to five nights 
a week. Of course, locals always come 
in despite static, storms or whatnot. : 


Location Is Factor. 


Among the factors entering into the 
distance a set will “step out” is loca- 
tion. A set may be shielded from dis- 
tant stations by high buildings, or 
mountains or high trees. There may be 
power lines or other interference of a 
like nature. 

Then there is the weather. Waves 
from a distant station may pass 
through severa] kinds of weather and 
storms on a given night and their en- 
ergy spent before they reach the re- 
ceiving set. 


f "RADIO SPARKS | 


When soldering to aluminum, clean 
the surface of the metal with a little 
benzine to remove all dirt and grease 
them melt a small quantity of solder 
on the spot with a hot iron.

Then I thought we had lost them. First one trunk 
went up in the air, then another and another, until 
there were three in a row, like trained snakes, twisting 
and turning to see what strange thing there was in 
the air. A fourth trunk went up to the left. Evidently 
they had caught a warning of some new thing they 
didn’t care at all about, for they ceased feeding and 
made off, not in a rush, but in a steady, onward gait 


Beyond this clearing was a stretch of tall grass. 
dipping down hill, and beyond, on the rising ground 
opposite, stretched a little bit of clearing again before 
the engulfing forest. They were headed straight thar 
way. Our only hope was to get another look at them 
in the clearing coming out of the grass. The guides 
started to race along the top of the slope we were 
on, to circle round and approach the clearing from 
the left. Fearless as they were in the forest, they would 
not stir a step into country without cover. Herbert 
started straight ahead. 

“The guides—this way.” I said. 

“ Guides—hell!” said Herbert, and tore down the 
slope after the elephants. I tore after, with Omari 
at my -side, Ali behind.

For a minute we thought he was up again, for 

something else was happening. Through that grass 
came a streak of wind. A third elephant, stirred by 
the shooting, was heading this way, 
either in confusion or in anger.
